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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on April 6, 
2004 has been entered. 

2. The amendment filed January 23, 2004 has been received, entered and carefully 
considered. The amendment affects the instant application accordingly: 

(A) Claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 15 and 16 have been canceled; 

(B) Claims 1 , 6, 7, 1 2, 1 3 and 1 9 have been amended; 

(C) Comments regarding Office Action have been provided drawn to: 
(i) 103(a) rejection, which has been withdrawn; 

3. Claims 1,4-7, 10-14 and 17-19 are pending in the case. 

4. The text of those sections of title 35, U. S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Non-compliant Amendment 

5. The after-final amendment filed January 23, 2004 Is considered non-compliant 
because it has failed to meet the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1 .121 , as amended on June 
30, 2003 (see 68 Fed. Reg. 38611, June 30, 2003). Applicants may re-submit the 
changes to the claims set forth in the preliminary document in a properly executed 
amendment as part of the response to the current Office action. Specifically, Claims 2, 
3, 8, 9, 15 and 16 are not properly canceled by setting forth the text of the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 4, 10, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 4, line 1, the term "phosphosugar" lacks clear antecedent basis by 
being dependent from Claim 1 since this term is not recited in Claim 1 . The term 
"phosphosugar" in Claim 4 should be changed to - - mannose phosphate - -. 

In Claim 10, line 1, the term "phosphosugar" lacks clear antecedent basis by 
being dependent from Claim 7 since this term is not recited in Claim 7. The term 
"phosphosugar" in Claim 10 should be changed to - - mannose phosphate - -. 

In Claim 17, line 1, the term "phosphosugar" lacks clear antecedent basis by 
being dependent from Claim 13 since this term is not recited in Claim 13. The term 
"phosphosugar" in Claim 17 should be changed to - - mannose phosphate - -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1,5-7, 11-14, 18 and 19 are allowed. 

9. Claims 4, 10 and 17 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Reasons For Allowance 

1 0. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest applying a mannose phosphate to skin in a 
method to exfoliate skin.
